New York, June 22.—"WllllaM C. Whit- 


ney has made public a statement In 
•which ha defines-the political situation, 
makes his position clear as regards his 
decision to remain in this country In- 
stead of going to Europe, and concludes 
;by saylncj that he'la not a presidential' 
possibility; that he "\vould not run It 
nominated, would not serve if elected." 
- The full text .ot the statemei-t Is aa 
fqllovrs: 


"I find It necessary to make a public 


statement embodying my views on the 
-situation, to correct misconceptions and 
save time now occupied. In answering 
questions.. Far too much importance 
has been attached to my decision to go 


the Chicago convention. I h^ve been 


jractlcally out of politics for four years, 
and th^re are now many eastern Demo- 
crats who can do much more than I can 
or the party. I shall not assume any I 
position of leadership. My decision to 
stay was simply based on the duty of 
?very person who bellevs in the party 
"or its principles, to.stay by and lend his 
aid and take chances when the great 
crisis Is upon the Democratic party. 


Fundamental differences - o£ princi- 


ples exist inside o£ the party, marked 
almost by sectional lines. The great 
question, to my mind, la whether the 
party meets in convention now as In 
LS60, with Issues and differences that are 
'or the moment Irreconcilable. For rhe 
past 15 years'leaders of public opinion in 
the^outh and west have been advocating 
as the great remedy for existing ills, 
the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, with 
or without the co-operation of other na- 
tions. 


A majority of delegates to the coming 


convention have been elected by the peo- 
ple for the purpose of Incorporating that 
doctrine into the platform of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


"Our people, on the other hand, en- 


tirely disagree with these views, and 
relieve almost universally, that It will 
bring general ruin to the business and 
prosperity of the country. It is.deemed 
a nevr doctrine when proposed to be In- 
corporated Into ..the platform- of the na- 
tional Democracy.''It Is true that'ln no 
previous platform of the party can it 
specifically be found. Consequently Tin 
party obligations heretofore assumed 
oblige them to subscribe to it. Under 
these circumstances. !£ the results ol the 
Democratic convention should be to es- 
tablish as the Issue of this campaign the 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of 13 tn 


Independent of o'ther nations, in in- 


tensity of feelins likely to ar4e. It Is to 
be seriously apprehended that a dis- 
ruption of the Democratic party might 
occur. Certainly no substantial follow- 
ing could be secured for the doctrine 
among eastern Democrats. 


"This movement for free coinage pur- 


ports to have for Its object the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of gold and 
silver, as the money of the country, 
upon equal terms with each other, and 
at a parity of 'purchasing power. 
If, 


by the; proposed measure, that object 
could be secured, there would be no 
substantial disagreement In the party. 
Every national Democratic 
platform 


that has heretofore spoken upon the 
subject has declared for both gold and 
silver 
money. It is our traditional 


policy. 
But the maintenance of the 


double standard at the present time is 
not a question of desire, it Is a question 
ot ability. The commercial value of sil- 
ver has declined greatly in the markets 
ol the world. 


"Whatever the causes are, and who- 


ever is to blame, the fact is that sliver 
has declined, and free coinage now at 16 
to 1 is the same as our offering for all 
the silver In the world about twice'what' 
It Is selling for in the market. Inter- 
national exchanges have to be paid in 
gold. And It would seem plain that if 
we, under-these'conditions, open our 
mints to the free coinage of silver and 
gold at a ratio of comparative value, 
which is larg-ely at variance with tho 
commercial value of the two" metals, 
we must take the entire silver.surplus 
ourselves, maintain Its parity with gold, 
or else we shall go to a sliver basis. 


"France, in 1S73, closed 
her mints 


against silver and abandoned this ex- 
periment, deeming herself unequal to 
the task alone, and at that time It was 
much less: difficult, for silver was thren 
at par with gold at the ratio In use, and 
even England's- mints In India, were 
open to the free coinage of silver. If 
the experiment of maintaining the par- 
ity of the two metals at a coinage stand- 
ard wae difficult then, it would seem to 
be positively hopeless now without In- 
ternational agreement. It is not the. 
Joint standard,.,-with the purchasing 
power of the dollars at parity with each 
other, but it is changinB irom one stand- 
ard to another, and that change being 
to a depreciated coin. 


"And It is also felt, aside from ths 


absence o£ any Democratic principle to 
sustain it. that you cannot have such a 
disturbance of value, as -would come 
from changing from a gold to a silver 
basis, without such a shock to. confi- 
dence, the hoarding-of gold and con- 
traction of your available circulating 
tiedlum. ag-vrould brlng.-In the.oplnlon 
of our people, tbe worst panic and dis- 
tress we have-ever seen in this country. 
The creditor classes are.prepared for it. 
The- obligations, mortgages, railroad 
and otherwise, are quite generally pay- 
able In gold. Debts would still have to 
be paid In g-old, but wages'-In silver. 
The sufferers, as usual, being the poorer 
classes. 
At the present moment Germany, 


France, Italy.Austrla, Holland, Belgium 
and the United States wish to co-operate 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of the joint standard .by. International 
asreeraent,:a.nd Great Britain hia, 
!n ihr»e month«,:mftd«.m, mo§t_lmportant 


will discredit '.he cause! 


"Whether these differences can be 


reconciled. It Is impossible to anticipate. 
The Democratic party stands for prin- 
ciples, desirable to be maintained foi- the 
good of the country. Most any sacrifice 
might be asked of Democrats for the 
sake of the party and they would cheer- 
fully malcr it. But if the delegates from 
this locality :-;hould go to that convention 
and repre.sent that the rank and file of 
the party would follow the lead ot our 
southern brethren and vote for the free 
coinage ol! silver by the United States 
alone, they would be misrepresenting the 
state of public opinion here. And the 
"same feeling o£ indisposition to com- 
promise with the matter for votes or 
anything rise Is as active and dominant 
here in our party as It was found In the 
Republican party when It bore down and 
overpowered the lIcKinley machine. 


"Personally it Is my opinion that 1C 


the Democratic party goes on that plat- 
form at this time they will meet the most 
iisastrous fiefoat that any party has ever 
had in this country. I understand It 
is honestly believed in, and people think 
It ..will bring relief from their present 
troubles, but between now and election 
day It will be pretty thoroughly sifted 
and the ptople of this country will not 
face the tiisturbance ot value, the losa 
o£ confidence, the general distress and 
ruin which would come to their business 
interests in such a change In their stand- 
ard of value as would arise from such 
action. And It will, In my opinion,over- 
whelm the persons who undertake it. 


"It ought not to be necessary forme to 


say anything of a personal nature. 
I 


find myself, however,' spoken of here 
and there as a possible candidate; riot 
very seriously or prominently, but suf- 
ficiently to attract attention, if I should 
fail to notice It. It sometime affects 
one's .lnfluur.ee in cases like the present. 
I have no personal motive in entering 
this fight. I-have said, that I would not 
be a candidate. I will add, copying the 
emphatic language once used by the 
late General Sherman (I think I.remem- 
ber it correctly) 'I will not run it nom- 
inated, nor serve If elected.' 


"I am not fool'lsh enough to suppose 


that any eastern man could be nom- 
inated by this convention—much less 
that I could.. I sympathize thoroughly 
with the feeling In the south that has 
caused this .uprising, and:will find It's 
expression at Chicago, but as to thp 
principle, 
which

framed, I entirely disagree."

d;iy that conttacts had" litcn made for 
tho sale of ii Jorge quantity of Peunsyl- 
vituiu soft coul to Montreal, says the 
Kiingas City Tiincs. This ECOms to be 
tho deathblow of the nrgnmentiii favor 
of" u duty on coal. Tho Wilson bill in 
its original form had coal on the freo 
list, but this was changed owing to tho 
belief that the Canadians wonld get the 
best of us. 


This belief, however, seems unwar- 


ranted. If we caii Berid coal to Montreal 
by ^vay of tho St. Lawrcuco wo noctl 
not fear Canadian competition on our 
east coas^t. lu fact) our mines would 
hold tlk1 east coast with no diity at all. 
Tliis was KljoM'ii when, in spite of free 
coal by reciprocity agreement with Can 
adu, 110 increase in importations took 
place. 


As for tho great part of the eonntry 


betTiveen the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, 
"free coal" would be an undisguised 
blessing. No importations could possibly 
come iu here, und we are already under- 
EalliDg the Canadians in the territory 
north of ua. Even a duty does not en- 
able tho Canadian miners to drive ua 
out of thi'ir markets. It ia owing to tho 
large exportation^ from the inland sec- 
tion that the United States sells to for- 
eigners far more coal than she buys of 
them. Without tho duty we should sell 
even' more to Canadians, and the way 
to get Canada to remove her duty is to 
remove our own. 


On tho Pacific coast alone aro consid- 


erable importations to be expected. 
These importations are due to the fael 
that the coal mined there is limited in 
quantity, inferior in quality and. pro- 
duced at too great a .cost Under theso 
circumstances tho importation of coal 
on the Pacific coast, always.large, con- 
tinues in spiixs of the present duty. Tho 
only effect is to rniso tho price to the 
consumer. 


Raising tho price of coal to the con- 


sumer is n' serious matter. Everybody 
nlust have fnel, n'nd it is not good p'ol- 


1 icy or principle to raise the prico of 
what is a-necessary of life to rich and 
poor alike. Besides coal is necessary in 
every'form of industry. A tax on coal 
is therefore a tax purely and simply on 
industry n's well as life. It is a t'as 
which raises the cost of living and at 
the same time handicaps the people in 
making a living. 


The only gainers by u. duty on coal 


are the millionaire mine owners of the 
east. Industry is handicapped and tho 
people burdened merely for the benefit 
of a few men already wealthy. 
These 


men, moreover, already fix tho price of 
coal almost at their pleasure. Their 
pool, though frequently broken _np by 


j the greed of a few of the members, is 
' iiTCsistible while it lasts and .succeeds 


• in keeping the price of coal far above 


its natural value. Not content with el- 
acting ail exorbitant price for their own 
output, the eastern miners do their ut- 
most to drive out the miners of this 
section. 
. 
. 


Tho reduction of the duty on coal 


from the McKinley rate of 75 cents to 
the present rate of 40 cents was one of 
the benefits of the Wilson act. It hurt 
nobody and helped everybody but the 
eastern trust. Now the movement should 
be toward putting coal on the free list, 
but instead the trusts are preparing to 
make a desperate effort to restore the 
McKinley rate. The result would be an 
increase in the cost of living and an .ob- 
stacle to business of all sorts. There is 
jnsc one way to defeat the plot nnd that 
is for the people .to defeat McKinley.

The Trades Union and Socialistic 


Movements and Leaders, ; 


Von Elm as Representative of 


the Conservatives and Lieb- 
necnt of the 
Radicals—Some 


Differences, But Generally Co- 
Operation and Undoubted Pro- 
gress.

ciulist Joadcir. Although IICAV qnite old 
and fiiuiuiiigly in delicnto • health, lie 
remins the energy uud activity of youth. 
Very cordial mid unaffected in manner 
la thin leader. 
Ho expresses himself 


frankly iiucl fully on tho economic issues 
of Lho day. 


"You aro lucky to find me free," ho 


remarked. ' 'I expected to be in prison 
ut this time. As thj rcichstug is in ses- 
sion aud I am a member, my sentence 
la deferred." 


I expressed my surprise that 'the gov- 


ernment should imprison n member of 
its reichstag, Hud a feeble old man at 
that. Liebnoch t merely smiled and said: 
"We live under ft despotic government. 
'What else can we expect?" He spoko 
•without bitterness and seems to have 
preserved a most philosophical attitude 
in spite of repented imprisonments. I 
learned later that his recent sentence 
•n-ns for ft most innocent general remark 
in tb^conrso of o public- speech. Tho 
jnryes thought tho remark might make 
T/jple think he intended to insult tlie 
government. 


Licouecht spoke pleasantly of his 


visit to the United States several years 
ago nnd says ho may go again. 
After 


some discussion of trades unions, which 
I quotti luter, ho gave me u card ol ad- 
mission to the reichstag. Except for the 
"roynl box" and the ministers' seats, 
it did not look unlike B,U American leg- 
islative hall. An interminable discus- 
sion on on oleomargarine bill served to 
make the likeness more apparent. There 
was no topic of general interest that 
rt:-.y, aud I had no opportunity to bear 
the Socialist members speak in their 
capacity as legislators. 


As I mentioned in the opening para- 


graph of this letter, I went to Berlin to 
attend the national German trade unicii 
congress, held the first week in May. 
Although I made a long and wearisome 
journey from Austria to attend this con- 
gress, I felt well repaid for the effort. 
The congress was tho most important in 
the history of German trade unionism, 
and thiTC was a notable gathering o{ 
leading men. 


In the United States we hear little of 


the purely trade union movement in 
GvrruMiy. A3 u matter of fact, all im- 
portiuit trades have a national trade or- 
ganization very similar 'io our own, and 
the Berlin congress corresponded to our 
annual A. F. of L. meeting. The move- 
ment i.s rapidly extending and ernbrac-' 
ing all trades. 
Tho tuioi:3 ore just 


emerging from a severe trial. On one 
haiid the government has tried to sup- 
press them. On the other, the wage- 
workers themselves wer3 so absorbed in 
political .agitation that they rather un- 
derestimated the. advantages of purely 
trade organization. Experience is teach- 
ing them the value of trade unions. The 
movement is now on a HuLstantial basis 
and growing rapidly. 


I do not mean to imply that the so- 


cialist political movement is any less 
enthusiastic than before. On the con- 
trary, it is gaining ground every day. I 
want, however, to point out that the 
wageworkers of Germany are broaden- 
ing their field'of effort. They are push- 
ing both trade organization and polit- 
ical work. 


Adolph von Elm, one of the best 


known and most active trade union 
leaders, 13 a gccd type. He ia a socialist 
aud a member of the reichstag; also n 
cigar packer by trade and a member of 
the trade union national federation ex- 
ecutive uoaid. 


Von Elm worked at his trade several 


years iii tho United States and was a 
member of the International Cigar Mak- 
ers ' tiniou. He eays: 


"I came to the United States a social- 


ist. I returned to Germany no less n so- 
cialist, but a trade unionist as well. 
Adolph Strasser was my teacher in trade 
unionism, and I had plenty of object 
lessons, proving its value in my trade. 
On corning back to Germany I began to 
organize trade unions in my own craft 
and urged it in other trades." 


So it appears from Air. von Elm's 


statement that Adolph.Strasser is a sort 
of godf ather to the German trade union 
movement. 


^ on Ehu and his friends met with 


considerable opposition and ridicule at 
first. They persevered in spite of dia- 
conragiiig incidents and the-Berlin con- 
gress attests tho value of their labors. 


Liebnecht, Bebel and other socialist 


lenders sympathize with the trade union 
movement, and nrge its extension in 
their public speeches. Liebnecht said 
to me : 


' 'Certainly trade unions are necessary. 


I believe in them and always urge their 
organization." 


Although this is the position of the 


socialist leaders, I cannot affirm that all 
their party sympathize with the trade 
union movement. Mauy believe that po- 
litical action nlone will bring the new 
tiTdcr. They think. the trade union too 
-low, 
and its field too limited. They are 


unable to see any. relation between the 
i-Clitical and economic movement 


Others aro both socialists and trails 


I unionists. They value the discipline and 


I prestige of the trade union as a basis for 
! socialist teaching and political agita- 
; tioii. This class help to organize trade 


I unions. 


Those who espouse only the'political 


Eido of the movement have certainly 
this excuse, that there must bo sweeping 
| political reforms before labor can orguzi- 
: ize freely or have a proper opportunity 
' to make itsulf heard. 


j 
The labor lender in Germany must 


, indeed be a courageous and self sucrific- 


'• ing man. Goverurnciitcensors attend all 
meetings. 
People are imprisoned for 


. daring to assert-tho rights of labor, cr 


; to criticise the existing government. 


i Labor is repressed and terrorized on ev- 
6:7 side. 


Industrial conditions are so bad that 


strikes aro continually occurring. The 
hours of labor are so long and wages so 
low that the American can hardly un- 
derstand how the workers manage to 
exist and find courage to fight for better 
conditions. 


On the whole, though, there is much 


progress to ue marked in recent years. 
The trade unions arc outgrowing much 
Df tho prejudice of former yoars. They 
do secure material advantages for tlie 
workers and they are foremost in all 
progressive 'movements. 
Tho courage 


aud energy of the trade unions of Ger- 
many in struggling for thc4r rights be- 
epeak them a, successful future.

ON THE CURRENCY 


Foraker Explains the Attitude 


of Republicans, 


SAYS THE GOLD PLANE IS. NOT 


NEW. 


Criticizes the Bolting Silver- 


ites at St. Louis. 


Cincinnati, June 22.—In view of Sena- 


tor-flect Foraker's relation to the Mc- 
Klnley platform at St. Louis, and his re- 
lations with Senator Teller four years 
ago In a similar capacity, Ills utterances 
on gold and silver Saturday night In his 
McKlnlcy ral-illcation speech becomes o£ 
peculiar interest. He said: "The decla- 
ration of the Republican party, embodied 
In Us money plank at St. Louis, define* 
exactly what has been the position of 
Ihc- Republican party through all these 
years with respect to this silver question- 
Silver wax deniomjU/ed in 1873, and ever 
since that we have been on a single gold 
standard basis. About the same time 
sc-vtral of the leading natiuns of Europe 
demonetized silver and evi>r since that 
time un effort has been made to get a 
double standard. 
Three international 


money conferences have tried to agree 
upon an International ratio according to 
•which we could have the free coinage of 
sillver. But all these efforts have failed.

EX-GOVERNOR FORAGED. 


"It has been consequently and repeat- 


edly declared by both parties that bi- 
metallism wati desirable In preference 
to gold or silver monometallism. Both 
parties have agreed that we could main- 
tain, the parity of the two metals and 
bring a>iout bi-metallism again by an In- 
ternational agreement. Some have in- 
sisted In the meantime thnt If we could 
not do it that way we could do It alone, 
without regard to what other nations 
might see fit to do. The Republican party 
has constantly, consistently and pev- 
sUtently stood up against Lhat Idoa. 


"Four years ago when we held the con- 


vention at Minneapolis, It was my for- 
tune to be the chairman of the committee 
on reboluttons, as I was at the St. Louis 
convention, and It was my fortune to be 
associated In that committee with Sena- 
tor Teller. He and his associates from the 
silver states came to that convention 
and came before that committee ask- 
ing us to Insert a plank pledging the Re- 
publican party to the free coinage of sil- 
ver. We refused to do it. WvVe declared 
that we were in favor of international 
bi-metalllsm. but that until that, was 
brought about it would be our policy [o 
mantaln silver at a parity u-ith gold by 
Issuing no more of it tha,n could be main- 
tained at a parity with gold. 
"They accepted the result and remained 
In the Republican party. That declara- 
tion was simply a declaration, as the one 
adopted the other day, that we would 
stand precisely where we were until we 
could do better. We were agreed Aat 
we could safely undertake to have bi- 
metallism by International agreement; 
we were unwilling and refused to at- 
tempt It by free and independent coin- 
age. 


"They did not feel called upon to go 


out of the party then; their conscience 
did not seem to trouble them so much 
then as now. They remained In the party 
four years longer. When the last ses- 
sion of congress, commenced, with a re- 
sult of this Democratic free trade ex- 
periment, the government was found to 
have' deficient revenues. A bill was pre- 
pared in the house and passed for an In- 
crease of revenue. That bill was known 
ay the Dlnglcy bill. It went to the sen- 
ate. The national credit, the~natlpn.il 
honor, the national life was at stake. 
Ihese gentlemen said the bill was un- 
objectionable, but they refused r^o vote 
for It (that is, six of these gentlemen 
from silver states did) unless the great 
majority, who did not agree with them, 
would sacrifice their convictions and 
vote for the free, unlimited and unre- 
stricted coinage of silver." The great 
majority In the senate would not be 
coerced by that majority. 


"That action on the .part of these 


people directed the attention of th? 
country to that subject, as It had not 
been directed before. 
And. therefore, 


when we met at St. Louis, we were not 
for a different stand to be taken by OIK 
Republican party, but for more explicit 
declarations of our principles than wn 
had heretofore made, and inasmuch as 
they had thrown down the gage of battle 
by demanding free sliver and seeking 
to coerce us to accept, we concluded 
that It was a good time to meet them half 
way, Join Issue and let the battle come 
on. They appeared before the commit- 
tee and were part of the committee. Just 
as they were four years ago. They made 
the same demand: we made the same 
answer; but when we came to write the 
platform we said we would make It 
ao plain all would understand, an'S so we 
declared that we were unalterably op- 
posed to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver until we can have an Interna- 
tiona! agreement, and in the meantime 
.we v.-lll preserve the existing gold stand- 
ard. 


"To conclude with a word, when Sena- 


tor Teller and his associates bolted the 


party at the St- Louis convention'they 
had no cause for It whatsoever that did 
not exist four years before at the Minne- 
apolis convention, and when the Repub- 
lican party mad the declaration it did 
make at St. Louis It did not change Its 
position or.e particle, but simply made 
It absolutely certain, in order that there 
could be made a settlement of the Ques- 
tion that the proposition for free and un- 
limited coinage of silver is" n proposi- 
tion that we will not entertain. "We. 
will not entertain It, because,in our judg- 
ment. It does not, as Senator Teller and 
his associates claim, mean bi-metallism, 
but simply monometallism. 


'•"We go Into this ftght therefore with 


our gallant standard bearer represent- | 
Ing to the people of America protection ; 
to American Industries and American j 
labor and an absolutely sound dollar, not 
simply for the banker and the merchant, 
but for the wage-earners as well. When 
a man does a full day's work he is enti- 
tled to hove a full 100 cents on the dollar, 
with whlo.h he is paid, and we propose 
that he shall have U. We propose that 
the dollar we put into circulation—the 
metallic dollar—shall be worth 100 cents 
In gold fill over the world, no matter 
whether It carries the eagle and super- 
scriptions or not. Take a silver dollar 
and pound it Into bullion and it Is worth 
54 cents: take a gold dollar and pound It 
Into bullion and It Is worth 100 cents ail 
over the world. 


•'Nobody ia cheated by that kind of a 


dollar: nobody Is misled by It; no distrust 
is excited: everybody has confidence in 
It, and when Governor McKInley shall 
have been elected, prosperity will at 
once.come again, because that will insure 
a sound tariff, reciprocity and a sound 
currency."

oro tho millionaire mine owners of the 
east. Industry is handicapped and the 
people burdened merely for the benefit 
of a few men already wealthy. These

coal almost at their pleasure. Their 
pool, tliough frequently broken up by 
the greed of a few of the members,. is 
irresistible while it lasts and succeeds 
in keeping the price of cool far above 
its natural value.

Says He Would Not Accept 


Nomination 


FOB PKESIDENCY ON A SILVEK 


SALVER. 


He 
Favors Cold

and Tells 


New York, June 22.—Wllllavo C. Whit- 


ney has made public a statement In 
which he defines the political Bituatlon, 
rnukL-3 his position clear as regardw hla 
decision to remain In this country In- 
meacl of solng to Europe, and concludes 
Ly suylni? that he Is not a presidential 
Iioaslbllliy; that he "would not run If 
Dominated, would not serve If elected." 


The full text of the statement la as 


fellows: 


•'I nnd It necessary to make a public 


statement embodying my views on tho 
situation, to correct misconceptions and 
save time now occupied In answering 
Questions. Far too much Importance 
has been attached to my decision to go 
to the Chlcaso convention. 
I h^ye been 


practically out ot politics for four yeara, 
and there are now many eastern Demo- 
crats who can do much more than I can 
for tbe party. I shall not assume any 
position of leadership. My decision to 
stay was simply based on the duty of 
pvery person who believs in the party 
for Its principles, to stay by and lend his 
tUd and take chances when the great 
crisis Is upon the Democratic party. 


"fundamental differences of princi- 


ples exist Inside of the party, marked 
almost by sectional lines. Tho great 
question, to my mind, Is whether the 
party meets In convention now as In 
1800, with Issues and differences that are 
for the moment Irreconcilable. For tho 
past 15 yen.rs leaders of public opinion In 
the south find west have been advocating 
as the great remedy for existing ills, 
the free coinage of sliver at 16 to 1, with 
or without the co-operation of other na- 
tions. 


A majority of delegates to the coming 


convention have been elected by the peo- 
ple for tlif purpose of incorporating that 
"doctrine Into the platform oi the Demo- 
cratic party. 


"Our people, on the other hand, en- 


tirely disagree with these views, and 
believe almost universally that It will 
bring general ruin to the business aurl 
prosperity of the country. It is deemed 
a new doctrine when proposed to be In- 
corporated Into tht platform ot the na- 
tional Democracy. It ?s true that In no 
previous platform of the party can it 
specifically be found. 
Consequently no 


party obligations heretofore assumed 
oblige them to subscribe to It. Under 
these circumstances, if the results of the 
Democratic convention should be to es- 
tablish as the Issue of this campaign the 
free coinajre of silver at a ratio of 1C to 
1, Independent of other nations, In In- 
tensity of feeling likely to arise, it Is to 
be seriously apprehended that a dis- 
ruption of the Democratic party might 
occur. 
Certainly no substantial follow- 


ing could be secured for the doctrine 
among eastern Democrats. 


"This movement for free coinage pur- 


ports to have for Its object the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of gold and 
silver, as the money of the country, 
upon equal terms with each other, and 
at a parity of purchasing power. 
If, 


by the proposed measure, that object 
could be Becured. there -would be no 
substantial disagreement In the party. 
Every national Democratic 
platform 


that has heretofore spoken upon the 
subject has declared for both gold and 
silver 
money. It 
Is our 
traditional 


policy. 
But the maintenance of the 


double standard at the present time Is 
not a question of desire, it Is a questlo'n 
of ability. The commercial value of sil- 
ver has declined greatly In the markets 
ot the wqrld. 


"Whatever the causes are, and who- 


ever Is to blame, the fact Is that silver 
has declined, and free coinage now at 16 
to 1 Is the same as our offering for all 
the silver In the world about twice what 
It Is selling for In the market. Inter- 
national exchanges have to be paid In 
trold. And It would seem plain that if 
we, under these conditions, open our 
mints to the free coinage of silver and 
gold at a ratio of comparative value, 
which Is largely at variance with the 
commercial value of the two metals, 
•we must take the entire silver surplus 
ourselves, maintain Its parity with gold, 
or else we shall go to a silver basis. 


"France. In 1873, closed 
her mints 


against silver and abandoned this ex- 
periment, deeming herself unequal to 
the tasfc alone, and at that time It was 
much leas difficult, for silver was then 
at par with gold at the :ratio In use, and 
even England's mints In India- were 
open to the free coinage of silver. If 
the experiment of maintaining the par- 
ity of the two metals at ;a coinage stand- 
ard was difficult then, It would seem to 
be positively hopeless now without In- 
ternational agreement. It Is not the 
Joint standard, with the purchasing 
power of the dollars at parity with each 
other, but It IB changing from one stand- 
ard to another, and that change being 
to a depreciated coin. 


"And it is also felt, aside Irom.'th'! 


absence of any Democratic principle to 
sustain It. that you cannot have such :i 
disturbance of value, as would come 
from changing from a gold to a. silver 
basis, without such a. shock to corifl- 
dence, the hoarding of gold and 
con- 


traction of your available circulating- 
Hedlum, as would bring. In the opinion 
of our people, the worst panic and dis- 
tress we have ever seen In this country. 
The creditor classes are'prepared for it. 
The 
obligations, mortgages, railroad 


and otherwise, are quite generally pay- 
able In gold. Debts would still have to 
be paid In gold, but wages In silver. 
The sufferers, as usual, being the poorer 
classes. 


At the present moment Germany, 


France. Italy.Austrla, Holland. Belgium 
and the United States wish toco-operate 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of. the Joint standard "by"International 


concewlon. She has said. "We will do 
for you as much as you can do for your- 
self! We'will make this great contribu- 
tion to a bl-metalllc system. "We will go 
back upon deliberately arranged meth- 
ods ot providing a currency for India. 
We will reopen the Indian mints. We 
will engage that they shall be kept open 
and we shall therefore provide for a free 
coinage of silver within the limit's of the 
British empire for a population greater 
in number than the populations of Ger- 
many, France and America put to- 
gether." 


"Into this long—and Just about to be 


successful—struggle for the establish- 
ment for the Joint standard, It In pro- 
posed that wo should Intervene by as- 
suming to establish it alone. Against 
this proposed action on our part, these 
earnest bellevtrs In the workers for the 
cause strenuously protest. They say to 
us. you cannot succeed and your failure 
will discredit the cause! 


"Whether these differences can be 


reconciled. It is impossible to anticipate. 
The Democratic party stands for prin- 
ciples, desirable to be maintained for the 
good of the country. 3Iost any sacrifice 
might be asked of Democrats for the 
sake of the party and they would cheer- 
fully make It. 
this local! Lye: 
and represent that the rank and file of 
the party would follow the lead of our 
southern brethren and vote for the free 
coinage of jillver by the United States 
alone, they would be misrepresenting the 
state of public opinion here. And tha 
same feeling of Indisposition to com- 
promise with the matter for votes or 
anything else Is as active and dominant 
here in our party as It was found In the 
^Republican party when It bore down anc 
overpowered the McKlnley machine. 


"Personally It is my opinion that If 


the Democratic party goes on that plat- 
form at this time they will meet the most 
lisastrous defeat that any party has ever 
had In this country. I understand II 
Is honestly believed In, and people think 
It will bring relief from their present 
troubles, but between now and election 
day it will be pretty thoroughly sifted 
and the people of this country will not 
face the disturbance of value, the loss 
of confidence, the general distress and 
ruin which would come to their business 
Interests in such a change In their stand- 
ard o£ value as would arise from such 
action. And it will. In my opinion,over- 
whelm the persons who undertake It. 


"It ought not to be necessary for me to 


say anything of a personal nature, 
nnd myself, however, spoken of hire 
and there as a possible candidate; not 
very seriously or prominently, but suf- 
ficiently to attract attention, if I should 
fall to notice It. It sometime affects 
one's influence In cases like the present. 
I have no personal motive In enterinf; 
tnls nght. I have said that I would not 
be a candidate. I will add, copying the 
emphatic language once used by the 
late General Sherman (I think I r.emem-

Pennsylvania Drue Clerks. 


Within the past lew months a state 


organization has been formed by the 
drug olerkfl of Pennsylvania, Tho or- 
ganization was secretly projected in 
Philadelphia last August and has spread 
over the entire state. The union was or- 
ganized to obtain higher wages for drug 
clerks. 


Tho wages a clerk receives, $10 and 


$12 a week for qualified assistance, and 
$15.to $18-for registered managers, has 
led to the movement. These wages the 
clerks complain of all the more bitterly 
because they have to work from 12 to 
18 hours a day and 7 days in tho week. 


The scheme of the league rests upon 


the stringent regulations thrown -about 
tho sale- of drugs in this state. No other 
state in the Union supplies just the came 
conditions, and on thia the clerks baso 
their hopes of success. 


Throughout the state the league is in 


a flourishing condition and growing 
rapidly. 


Dues are fixed at $13 a year, which 


will go for a fund to support -the olerks 
when the strike is on. "Regular meetings 
are held every month.—Philadelphia 
Press.

The United States circuit court of 


appeals for this circuit has rendered a 
decision in tho case of Boberts against 
the New York, -Now Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company of unusual im- 
portance to railroad employees.

"It has been consequently and repeat- 


edly declared by both parties that bi- 
metallism was desirable In preference 
to sold or silver monometallism. Both 
parties have" agreed that we could main- 
tain the parity of the two metals and 
bring about bi-metallism again by an In- 
ternational agreement. Some have in- 
sisted In the meantime that If we could 
not do it that way we could do It alone, 
without, regard to what other nations 
might see fit to do. The Republican party 
has constantly, consistently and per- 
sistently stood up against lhat Idea. 


"Four years ago when we held the con- 


vention at Minneapolis, It was my for- 
tune to be the chairman of the committee 
on resolutions, as I was at the St. Louis 
convention, and it wns my fortune to be 
associated In that committee with Sena- i 
tor Teller. He and his associates from the ; 
silver states can-.e to that convention 
and came before that committee ask- 
ing us to insert a plu.nk pledglns the Re- 
publican party to the free coinage of sll- 
cer. ^Ve refused to dolt. "WWe declared 
that we were In favor of International 
bl-metallism, but that until that was 
brought about It would be our policy to 
mantaln silver at a parity with gold by 
Issuing no more of It than could be main- 
tained at a parity with gold. 
"Thoy accepted the result and remained 
In the Republican parly. That declara- 
tion was simply a declaration, as the one 
adopted the other day, that we would 
stand precisely where we were until we 
could do better. We were agreed that 
we could safely undertake to have bi- 
metallism by International agreement; 
we were unwilling and refused to at- 
tempt it by free and independent coin- 
age. 


"They did not feel called upon to go 


out of the party then; their conscience 
did not seem to trouble them so much 
then as now. They remained in the party 
four years longer. When the last ses- 
sion of congress commenced, with, a re- 
sult of this Democratic free trade ex- 
periment, the government was found to 
have deficient revenues. A bill was pre- 
pared in the house and passed for an In- 
crease of revenue. That bill was known 
as the DIngloy bill. It went to the sen- 
ate. The national credit, the nationnl 
honor, the national life was at stake1. 
These gentlemen said the bill was un- 
objectionable, but they refused to vote 
| for It (that Is. six of these gentlen:en. 


from silver states did) unless the grea: 
majority, who did not agree with them, 
v.ould sacrifice their convictions and 
vote for the free, unlimited and unre^ 
strlcted coinage of silver. The great 
majority in the senate would not be 
coerced by that majority. 


"That action on the part of these 


people directed the attention of the 
country to that subject, as It had not 
been directed before. 
And, therefore, 


when we met at St. Louis, we were not 
for a different stand to be taken by the 
Republican party, but for more explicit 
declarations of our principles than wn 
had heretofore made, and inasmuch as 
they had thrown down the gage of baltle 
by demanding free silver and seeking 
to coerce us to accept, we concluded 
ti.at it was a good time to meet them half 
way, Join issue and let the battle come 
on. They appeared before the commit- 
tee and were part of the committee, Just 
as they were four years ago. They made 
the same demand; we made the same 
answer; but when we came to write the 
platform we said we would rra.ke it 
so plain all would understand, and so we 
declared that we were unalterably op- 
posed to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver until we can have an interna- 
tional agreement, and in the meantime 
we will preserve the existing gold stand- 
ard."To conclude with a word, when Sena- 
tor Teller and his associates bolted the

B'-masted schooner Isabel Hooper of 
kockland, Me., which arrived at Brook- 
lyn yesterday, brought news of fresh 
atrocities by the Spanish troops in Cuba. 
The Hooper sailed 10 days ago from 
Sagua, on the north coast of Cuba and in 
Santa Clara province. While at that 
port the American consul told.the cap- 
tain ol' the Hooper in substance this 
stoi-y: 


The .Spanish commander of the post 


there had orders from Havana to see to 
It that ail the tobacco planted near Sagun 
should be taken to that city. A large 
tobacco plantation, about three miles 
south of Sagua, is owned by Mr. Gon- 
zales, said to be an American citizen. The 
Bpainsh commander summoned Mr. Gon- 
zales Lo his lieadrjuarLers and asked why 
he had failed to comply with the captain 
general's proclamation. Mr. Gonzales 
explained that 'the Spanish troops had 
taken ;U1 his horses ind cattle and he 
could not cart his tobacco. 


"I am satisfied with your explana- 


tion," said the Spanish commander. 
"You 
may return to your plantation." 


The Spaniard then sent for a young; 


lieutenant, ?,nd Instructed him to take a 
guard and escort Mr. Gonzal=s to his 
plantation. Upon arrival at the planta- 
tion Ml", fronzales was met by his wife 
and thc-Ir five small children. "You may 
enter your house," said the lieutenant, 
"and you will remain there until I send 
for you," 


Shortly afterward the soldiers piled 


a lot ot dry grass and shavings about 
the house and set flre to It. The smoke 
soon compelled the family to leave, and 
as they walked out of the rear door, the 
Iront of the building being in flames, all 
were shot down. 


The lieutenant reported to his com- 


mand that Gonzales and his family 
"had tried to escape," and were shoe 
because they "disobeyed" orders by 
leaving the house. 


General Gomez arrived near Sagua. 


some days later at the head of an army 
said to number 1000 men. . When he 
learned hov,- the Spaniards had killed 
Mr. Gonzales and his family he became 
furious. 


According to official reports the Span- 


iards have killed General Gomez about 
a dozen times.

The next day some -troops, under

After digging about five feet a. soldier 


struck hard substance with his spade.
